ployment for the tew thoaaaada of re- 
tainers. 

A rich man desirous oX cuttiiiR ox- 
penaes tlr«s a few retainers and saves 
OB the board aad -wages. Not so the 
royal sarrants. Tar geaarations 
their families hare served the rulers 
of Great Britain, aad thtir children 
in KPneraflons to come will he expect- 
t;l to .serve similarly, therefore any 
act deprivlnB them of that inheri- 
tance Is a thing unheard of. Royal 
servants are born, not made. 

Holyrood .Palace, in Scotland; 
Windsor Csstle, Sandrlngham and 
Biicklngham Palace are all establlsh- 
nient.s which carry a retinue of ser- 
vants anil e.'st fur luore than tho col- 
lectivi" palai' ;i of nxiy miiliniin ire. Yet 
none ot these can be dispiis'd of. 

Then there are the costs o" the 
members of his own family. The 
prince of Wsles is provided for, also 
the duke of York and Princess Mary. 
The duke gets f40,000 a year, bu', 
half of that gop.'? in income tax, from 
which, unlike tho Itlng and the princ-; 
of Wales, he has no exemption. So 
the royal dad has to unloosen a bit 
to his second son now and again. 
The other two sons, Henry and 
Oeorfre, have practically to rub along 
on their own army and navy pay, re- 
spectively, helped along, no doubt, 
by a frequent renalttanee from the 
queen. 

•The next big oi^sault on tho royal 
Bankroll will be Princess Mary's 
dowry. Happily, ahe is marrying' a 
very rich man, and the "dot'* wiU 
tlnrefore b> considerably smaller 
than would have been the case had 
she selected some young Continental 
princeling as a spouBe Nevertheless, 
the fortunate young bridegroom will 
not have a penailass bride, but one 
richly endowed and writ Jeweled; all 
this, of cot/rse, mesns more Inroads 
into the kings's already sadly OVer- 
laxcil banking account. 

lii:il(<ubtedly tho king's expenses 
exceed his income. Last year there 
was a big deficit, and the royal house- 
hold was sertbasiy exareissd. Unlike 
the kings of Oreat Britain, la the 
past, who in such circumstances un- 
blu.sliingly went to parliament for an 
extr;i Kraiii from the treasury. King 
Oeorge reaJlzed that the assessable 
<rualltles of his subjects were strain- 
ed- to. the very utmost and decided 
to make ends meet by rigid house- 
hold economiaa. 

The few private estates owned by 
the king which have l)een beqn ath- 
ed to I:':n from purely private 
sourrfs have all been disposed of 
privately; the last ot all, his estate 
in the Isle 'of Wlgkt, Is now In the 
bands of a real estate agent for sale 
by private treaty and baa been for 
two niunth.s. but up tO BOW there 
has been no offer.

"Even' the Anti-Saloon I'cague has 
no such authority," he assorted, com- 
mending the Supreme Court for re- 
fusing to recognize the right of of- 
ficers to unwarranted searching of 
homes In the attempt to enforce the 
Eighteenth Ameadmaat ta the Ualtad 
States constitution. 

"It is idle to talk of enforcing the | 
FJighteenth Ainendiiient by l)reakinB 
the fourth amndnient. If the Eigh- 
teenth Amendment can not be en- 
forced without breaking personal 
and property rights already guaran- 
teed, jthen there is tonfllct between 
the amaadmaat and the eonstltution. 

"As It stood the Supreme Court de- 
clined to recognise It. Most ot us are 
glad of I Ills derisb.n. It is unwise 
l^dership that reopens the debate."

Ten years ago the only parts of 
Europe Ir. which niale^ «.re In a 
majority were the Balkan States. 
Bulgaria, Greece, Rumania, Btftia. 
(and Bottpia-Heraegovlaa) ai|d Lux- 
emburg. 

Russia aad Great Briinta. 
Every other country showed a 
greater or lesser exm ■■ of femal's^ 
.Numerically it was great, t in Utis- 
sla and in Great Brljaln. i>r iportlon- 
ately in Portugal and Not way. 

I.''aland, . Oermaay, Flnlanrl, Swe- 
den Ad Switserland all showed a 
persistent decline in the ratio of fe- 
male excess. 

In Au^lrl.i Hur.gary and Mie Noth- 
erlar.ils a sharp lise from iot-i) to 
1890 was follov.ei by a f..'.'. to Ijiu 
while In Scotlana a mark' .1 fall In 
the period I5b'.t l<*l wa« foJ'.owed 
by a less marked rts<s to Mil. 

England r.n» •>'*:i.i-s Belgium. Ot;n- 
mark. France, It.ily, Norway. Hortu- 
gal and Sp'iin si. siv.^wed h 'uevor a 
persistent rife in the proportion of 
females In thp population. 

DIaprtvortionate Increase. 
Praetieally all the countries which 
had. an excess In 1*11 will show an 
Increase of that excess la 13'J1, and 
In many cases, notably Oermany, 
France. Austria-Hungary and Bel- 
gium, this Increase will bo in conse- 
quence of the war, an euM'elv dis- 
proportionate one. Italyjnny not be 
80 much affected as would L'.herw-s'i 
be the case, as so many ItaiinnB re- 
turned from America to enroll, but 
even then the increase will presnma- 
iliy be a very large one. 

Further, it is probable <)<a' the ex- 
c«»f of males in the r.ilk.in Staffs 
vUl have completely disappeared. 

Altogether the fignres show an ex- 
cess ot femalaa among tbe white 
races Of some 11.000,000 at the prev 
ent time and make it clear that the 
emigration of women cjn not br'ng 
about a balance of the jexos 8C far as 
those races are concer.ied. 

It Is true that in Europe a lurge 
proportion of the exeess ot women 
was. aahas-bea« shown, at ages over 
60 and that in Amariea tbe prepon- 
derance of males obtains thruotit life. 

Hut th" proportion in Europe has 
materially fallen thru the war, and It 
I is doMl)tful whether of the estimated 
5,(J00,000 excess male.s in America 
more than tour and one-h:ilf millions 
are between the ages of 20 and 60. 
as an offset aghiast the IS.OOITOOO 
excess woman at thoaa afta la Xu- 
rope. 

Nature, we are told, will right the 
balance in time, but this, ^von If 
true, does not help to solve the pres- 
ent problem. And it Is worili while 
asking: Is it true?

Moscow, Dae. t4. — ^Nlaateea hun- 
dred and twaatjr-oae has been a year 
of diplomatic and economic bsttllng 
for soviet Russia. It brought the 
abandonment ot the government mo- 
nopoly of domestic trading and grad- 
ual rsTersion to eapitaUstlc methods, 
taaapared In sueh a way as to prerent 
dangerous splits in the small Com- 
munistic group which dominates tbe 
government. But the trade for 1921 
has been many time.-* what It was in 
1920, and the reopeninK of shops on 
the old cdpitalistic basis has afforded 
an opportunity to sell In a legal way 
manufactured articles which are in 
great demand. 

Hampered by the triple deeire to 
'establish trade relations with impor- 
tant forelKn powers, to protect tlie 
Third liiternatfonnle, whose head- 
(|uarter.s are in Knssia, and to hold 
the Communistic party in Russia in- , 
tact, i<enine and his associates werej 
in a preearious sltuattoa evaa before j 
the drought prodaeed widespread 
famine I nthe Volga area. 

Country Is Bare. 
Kr.iK.-^lne managed to negotiate 
trade agreements with Fngland, Ger- 
many and several minor powers, but 
the foreign trade commissions which 
came to Russia failed to flad the 
large tuppllea which Rol»hi>Tist lead- 
ers had heralded thruoat tH<) world. 
Tha aaeaaaalaa plaa wKlah K''Ass'.ne 
aad his associates had devibi?d i Id not 
appeal to foreig:! iiu ^lurs Conti- 
dence was lacking. ,Uld owners had no 
desire to Invest more money \n facto- 
rial had beet takea away tjrom

be Indneed to take taetorlas vhose 
title was clouded. 

Tbe itoNiievist government l u k. d 
the gold nece.s.sary to buy bread and 
could not find creditors.

The Cheka always ba.s had an Im 
portant part In directing foreign 
trade urrangeiiient.-< Many coniiiils- 
sioners selected by the Foreign Trad 
Council have not beea pwia ltted to 
leave Russia. Foreigaara ara unable 
to aaderauad tha ralatlaaa hatwaan 
the Cheka, whleh operataa uder 
Umsllcbt, and the so-called central 
giivi rnnient. It Is not clear whether 
there is a dual governintnt, or 
whetlier the iiii'ii who are generally 
recognised as heads ot the govern- 
ment use tho Cheka and thus avoid 
direct blame tor acta which meet with 
pablie dlaapproral. •» 

Oftielal (ignrea for the foreign 
trade of Russia during the first nine 
months ot this year show that the 
exports totaled roughly 100,000 
tons. Thesr exports were chiefly raw 
materials or partly manufactured ar- 
ticles, sueh as timber, railway Uaa, 
leather, fur, tar, bristles, hair, as- 
bestos aad graphite. Thirty-three 
per cent of the exports went to Eng- 
land. Forty-six per cent, chiefly 
wood and ux, w nt to Latvia for ex- 
portation to various countries. The 
value of goods exported from abroad 
from January 1 until August 31 was 
about ll.MO
